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SUMMARY OF THE LATE INTELLIGENCE, 





Latt Saturday arrived the fhip Mana, Captaia Heary, in

The firit article that engroffes our attention, and which 
js in faét the moit momentous (o us, is that winch retpect 
the Negociatioa between tis country and France We 
notice with regret that’the conferences are fulpended; aud 
that hutle hope pr fenis ifeif of theur being for fome vu 
tocome fuccefsfully relumed, ‘The powers veited tn our 
Envoys are faid to be intafficiemt for conciuding fuch a 
treaty as the Republic would be willing to emer into 


Preliminaries of peace between the Emperor of Germany 
and the French Republic are at length concluded. They 
were figaed at Peris on the gth July by the Count St. Joli 
enand M, Talleyrand. They wait only for the Emperor's 
ratification, which it was expeéted would arrive by the 
goth Augult. There were forme :mporiant circumitiances 
attending this bufinefs, not generally known ;----** The 
Count did not fign the Preliminaries until after he had 
made repeated and very urgent applications that Grea: Bie 
tain might be included in the geweral peace The Ex- 
Bifhop was as pertinacious in reGfting this propofition ; ob- 
ferving, “that the Chief Confal could not permit the 
French armies to remain inaétive curing the fammer, «un- 
der the abfolute uncertainty of the iffue of segaciations 
which would doubtlefs be protraéted by admitting Great 
Britain to become a party of them.” It was unde thefe 
circumftances that the Count St, Julien figned the Prelimin- 
aries; and Citizen Duroc was direéted to accompany him 
10 Vienna in order to obtain the ratification of bis impe- 
rial Majefty. It was added, that any delay in the final 
accomplithment of this bufiacls would be confidered as a 
refufal, It was underitood that Duroc was empowered to 
communicate with Moreau, who, in cafe of neceflicty, 
would give the ftvpulated notice tothe Auftiian General 
of the ceffation of the armiftice, 

An armed neutrality, 
the ambition of the two great rival powers, France and En- 
giaad, fhould the war’between them continue, 1s concert- 
ing, and will be organized with all poflible expeduior 
Proffia, Ruflia, Sweden, Denma:k, and Spa:n, are at the 
head of this confederacy. Meanwhile, they are exerting 
all their influence to.procure the peace of the Continent at 
jeait, af not of all Europe, 

On Friday-laf week the brig Two Brothers, Capt, Brad- 
ford, arrived at Bolten in the fhort paflage of g6 days from 
St. Sebaftians, in Spain, By this arrival, Paris papers to 
Auguft 12th, and letters from St. Sebaftian to the arit, 
Auguht, have been received. They flate, that the Nego- 
ciation et Paris, had not been wholly sreken off, but had 
been neceflarily fufpended ;---That the envoys had been on 
the point of embarktog for the United States, in company 
with two French Commiffioners ; but Capt. Bradford ac- 
quaints us, that on the day he left St, Sebaftiaus, (Auguft 
21) he was informed, that the Negociations had recom- 
menced, and that there was then a profped of a tavorable 
iffue to them. 

We have in our poflrflion, a letter from a refpectable, 
meichant of St Seba‘tians, dated the 2oth Augna, 1800, 
which lays :+--" By recent letters from Paris, we lear, 
the Negociations between the Freach and American Go- 
vernments have broken off, andthe American Envoys who 
were at Paris on this bufinefs, have departed.”
